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The request for reconsideration has been carefully reviewed and the art rejection is substained. With respect to argument of a reactor 
capable of operating more than 25 bar, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Romantier et al. discloses reactor with the same structure as 
the claimed invention and the plate material is stainless steel which is the same material of the claimed invention. Therefore, one skilled 
in the art in view of Romantier would have expected the reactor of Romantier capable of performing the operating pressure of the claimed 
invention. With respect to the argument of that Romantier discloses a reactor with components are being welded together, which 
reduces the operating pressure, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Romantier clearly discloses the construction of the reactor eliminate 
the need of welding of the plate channels and manifold (Co!. 3, lines 33-36). With respect to the argument of the distributors/collectors 
are not the same as the boundary areas of the jacket pieces, Examiner agrees to a certain extend. The ditributor chamber does 
encloses the plate channels. However, the lateral boudary areas that are jacket pieces, best understood by Examiner, is no more than a 
housing that encloses the plate channels and Romantier discloses the cylindrical housing (jacket pieces) that forms a distribution channel 
44. Note, conventiional plate heat exchanger has boundary jacket pieces or cover pieces such as plate enclosures by design 
requirement. With respect to the argument that there is no motivation to combine the VanDyke '693 with the Romantier 756, Romantier 
discloses the claimed invention except the process channels are corrugated or pleated sheets with peforations. VanDyke teaches 
corrugated sheets (8,9) with orifice (10) to promote intermixing and increases turbulence, which improve heat transfer coefficient (Col. 5, 
lines 61-68). Thus, it would have been obvious in view of VanDyke to one having ordinary skill in the art to modify the plate channels of 
Romantier with corrugated sheets with peforations as taught by VanDyke to improve intermixing and provide more turbulent flow, which 
improves heat transfer.
